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We  like  to  think  of  it  as  the  oldest  rivalry 
in  the  South.  Whether  at  Death  Valley 
or  at  that  cow  pasture  Macon  likes  to 
call  a  playing  field,  the  annual  Macon 
game  is  always  exciting  and  often  mean- 
ingful in  the  ODAC  standings.  But  it's 
always  also  more  than  just  a  game. 
Hopscotch  is  a  game.  Poker  is  a  game. 
The  HSC- Macon  rivalry  goes  well  be- 
yond such  playful  and  competitive 
boundaries.  Ours  is  a  contest  of  will,  of 
pride,  and  of  honor  -  much  more  than 
just  another  game. It  is  a  tradition:  a 
tradition  worthy  of  celebration  any 
year,  and  it  is  rare  that  we  do  not 
exercise  that  right. 

This  year  was  the  one  hundredth 
year  of  the  rivalry,  the  first  game  having 
been  played  in  1893.    On  that  day  so 


long  ago,  the  Tigers  lost  a  close  game  12- 
6  and  Macon  thus  led  the  series  1-0. 
That  was  the  last  time  we've 
had  a  losing  record  in  this 
most  important  battle. 
Hopefully,  we  never  will 
again. 

This  is  not  to  say  that 
one  hundred  games  have 
been  played.  Many  years 
the  Tigers  and  those  an- 
noying insects  did  not  play 
one  another,  while  in  other 
years  we  played  twice.  All 
in  all,  including  this  year's 
game,  we've  played  only 
ninety-nine  times.  The  Ti- 
gers lead  the  series  with  a 
commanding  50-38-11 
record. 

Obviously,  there  have 
been  some  very  close  games 
and  some  blowouts, 
though  the  Tigers  have  very 
rarely  been  beaten  hand-

ily.  Some  interesting  highlights  include 
HSC's  1917  victory,  a  nail-biter  at  62-0. 
The  Tigers  and  Yellow  Jackets  played 
twice  in  1917,  the  Tigers  winning  by  a 
combined  95-0. 

There  have  been  some  very  good 


Tiger  teams.  Between  1915  and  1926, 
the  two  teams  played  1 5  times  and  the 
Tigersnever  lost.  The  Yellow  Jackets 
havn't  ever  had  a  comparable  streak. 

Another  interesting  note  is  that 
of  the  1 1  ties  that  have  occurred  during 
the  rivalry,  four  ended  in  scores  of  0-0. 
This  fact  alone  goes  to  show  the  kind  of 
effort  that  is  put  forth  when  these  two 
teams  meet,  even  if  it's  not  offensive. 

This  year's  game  was  dominated 
by  the  effort  of  one  player,  senior  tailback 
Cetric  Gayles.  The  Tigers'  leading  of- 
fensive producer,  Cetric  made  spec- 
tacular play  after  spectacular  play  to 
keep  the  Tigers  in  the  game.  But  a  poor 
defensive  series  with  little  time  left  on 
the  clock  allowed  Macon  to  score  a 
touchdown  and  led  to  an  eventual  17- 
10  Tiger  loss,  costing  the  team  a  share 
of  the  ODAC  title.  Just  wait  until  next 
year  -  game  100  at  Death  Valley.

Every  now  and  again,  a  Hampden-Sydney  sports 
team  shocks  the  community.  Granted,  it  doesn't 
happen  often  -  most  of  the  great  teams  with 
great  athletes  we  know  about  beforehand,  and 
an  average  team  is  fairly  normal,  as  sad  as  that 
is  to  say.  The  1993-94  basketball  team  looked 
to  be  one  of  those 
average  teams,  a 
team  that  would 
play  well  and  com- 
petitively, probably 
posting  a  modest 
winning  record. 
Maybe  the  return 
of  one  of  the  great 
past  hoopsters, 
Russell  Turner,  as 
an  assistant  coach 
was  an  omen  of 
good  things  to  come 
for  this  year's 
squad.

Tigers  to  a  95-80 
stomping  of  their 
in-state   rivals. 
Hampden- 
Sydney  had  re- 
turned   to    the 
"Sweet  Sixteen." 
The  Tigers  then 
traveled  to  Min- 
nesota to  face  the 
host  of  the  West 
Sectional,    the 
University  of  St. 
Thomas 
Tommies.      The

Rising  to  Respectability 


The  Hampden-Sydney  Rugby  Club  - 
where  men  are  men  and  women  play 
for  Longwood.  No  real  coaches,  no 
real  funding,  and  no  real  rules.  That, 
simply  put,  is  the  essence  of  this 
imported  English  sport  which  is 
something  of  a  combination  of  the 
physicality  of  football  and  the 
aerobics  of  soccer.  Nothing  can  pre- 
pare a  spectator  to  watch  grown  men 
clad  only  in  shorts  and  a  jersey 
abusing  their  bodies  in  a  way  that 
defies  all  logic  yet  is  somehow  admi- 
rable.

AN  ORAL  HISTORY  SYMPOSIUM 


The  beginning  of  the  fall  semester  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  busiest  times  of  the  year 
here  at  H-SC.  Freshman  are  struggling  to  as- 
similate, sophomores  and  juniors  are  getting 
settled  into  their  classes,  and  seniors  are  jug- 
gling school  work  with  such  titillating  events  as 
job  interviews  or  the  LSAT.  This  past  year, 
however,  was  perhaps  the  busiest  September  in 
the  school's  recent  history  as  for  three  days, 
Hampden-Sydney  College  became  the  home  of 
the  Vietnam  Symposium. 

Most  of  last  summer  was  dedicated  to  the 
planning  of  this  massive  event  that  thousands 
attended.  It  may  have  been  the  strongest 
symposium,  from  an  academic  standpoint,  ever 
held  in  the  twenty  years  since  the  war,  and  it 
was  by  far  the  biggest  production  the  College 
attempted  in  the  four  years  the  seniors  were 
here. 


General  Sam  put  together  a  formidable 
list  of  names  to  speak  to  our  students  and 
faculty,  as  well 
as  to  the  stu-  ' 
dents  and  fac- 
ulty of  many 
other  local  col- 
leges and  high 
schools.  Media 
swarmed  like 
vultures,  hop- 
ing to  grab  any 
bit  of  contro- 
versy and  run 
with  it.  Al- 
though there 
was    no    real 

outbreak  of  emotion  or  anger,  the  academic 
debate  on  the  subject  was  stimulating,  and  most 
of  the  guests  did  not  disappoint. 
The  Symposium  began 
Thursday,  September  16  with 
speeches  by  Walt  Whitman 
Rostow,  former  National  Secu- 
rity Advisor,  and  Hon.  William  E. 
Colby,  former  Director  of  CORDS 
and  later  Director  of  the  CIA. 
Both  men  focused  on  the  reasons 
for  the  war,  but  also  discussed 
American  strategy.  They  were 
firm  supporters  of  America's  need 
to  be  part  of  the  Conflict. 

Friday  began  with  a  panel 
discussion  by  representatives  of 
the  media.  Authors  Neil  Sheehan 
and  Stanley  Karnow,  Peter  Arnett 
of  CNN,  and  Morley  Safer  of  60 
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(Minutes  all  defended  their  own  and  others'  por- 
trayal of  the  Vietnam  War.  They  made  it  clear 
that  they  had  nothing  but  admiration  for  the 
[soldiers,  and  that  they  were  merely  presenting 
the  facts  as  the  facts  were  presented  to  them. 

In  the  early  afternoon,  those  same  sol- 
diers that  the  media  "admired"  took  the  stage 
and  held  a  panel  discussion  of  how  the  war  was 
jviewed  "from  the  trenches."  Participants  in- 
cluded retired  Colonel  Charles  A.  Beckwith  of 
the  Delta  Force,  former  Marine  Lieutenant  Colo- 
nel William  Coenen,  reporter  Joe  Galloway,  Gen- 
eral Robert  C.  Kingston,  war  hero  Colonel  John 
W.  Ripley,  soldier  and  now  movie  director/pro- 


ducer Oliver  Stone,  and  soldier, 
now  author,  Colonel  Harry  G. 
Summers.  It  was  during  this  ses- 
sion that  the  debate  over  Viet- 
nam was  most  resurrected,  as 
the  men  within  the  panel  argued 
different  levels  of  agreement  and 
disagreement  with  the  reasons 
for,  and  the  strategies  of,  the 
Vietnam  War. 

Perhaps  the  highlight  of  the 
event  was  Friday  night's  speech 
by  General  William  C. 
Westmoreland,  former  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  all  American 
forces  in  Vietnam.  He  firmly 
asserted  the  success  of  America's 
efforts  and,  although  no  longer  a 
great  orator,  fascinated  everyone 
present  with  insights  into  the  strategies  he 
implemented.  Westmoreland's  age  and  stature, 
whatever  your  opinion  of  the  man's  beliefs, 
added  something  very  special  to  this  unique 
gathering. 

General  Westmoreland's  speech  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  most  enjoyable  of  the  Symposium 
events,  a  short  concert  by  the  self-proclaimed 
"world  famous"  82nd  Airborne  Chorus.  They 
didn't  rely  at  all  on  the  monotonous  marching 
tunes  of  the  soldier,  but  instead  brilliantly  per- 
formed such  classics  as  "My  Girl,"  "Under  the 
Boardwalk,"  and  even  Bette  Midler's  tearjerker 
"Wind  Beneath  my  Wings." 
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Saturday  morning's  discussion  in- 
cluded William  Crandell,  former  director  of 
Vietnam  Veterans  Against  the  War,  and  former 
Senators  Eugene  J.  McCarthy  of  Minnesota 
and  George  McGovern  of  South  Dakota.  They 
analyzed  the  opposition  to  American  interest 
in  the  Vietnam  War,  at  times  arguing  well  that 
America  not  only  had  no  business  being  there, 
but  should  not  have  been  there,  from  a  prac- 
tical standpoint,  even  if  intervention  was  war- 
ranted. A  group  of  Vietnam  singers  con- 
cluded the  event  Saturday  night. 

Credit  General  Sam,  Candy  Dowdy, 
B.A.  Snoddy,  Anita  Garland,  Gerry  Pettus, 
and  a  host  of  other  administrators,  faculty, 


and  student  volunteers  for  put- 
ting together  an  event  that  is,  if 
considered  against  the  history 
of  the  College,  perhaps  un- 
matched in  its  scope. 

But  what  did  this  great  effort 
and  even  greater  cost  accom- 
plish? First,  it  did  provide  the 
students  with  a  learning  expe- 
rience, a  firsthand  look  at  a  war 
that  is  discussed  but  truly  un- 
known to  our  generation.  Sec- 
ond, the  Symposium  got  some 
much  needed  publicity  for  the 
College  (not  to  be  overlooked  as 
one  of  the  incidental  successes 
of  this  event) .  The  Symposium's 
content,  though,  left  something 
to  be  desired.  Although  the  organizers  tried  to 
find  representatives  from  the  Vietnamese  point 
of  view,  Oliver  Stone  was  the  lone  voice  asking 
us  to  consider  their  perspective.  Furthermore, 
the  Symposium  offered  only  more  debate  on  one 
of  the  most  overly  debated  topics  in  recent 
memory  since,  at  this  point,  no  answers  are 
available,  only  suppositions. 

Then  again,  that  was  probably  the  point. 
Hearing  the  debate  first-hand  was  a  way  to  keep 
the  debate  alive,  thus  insuring  that  perhaps  one 
more  generation  might  learn  from  the  suc- 
cesses and  failures  in  Vietnam.  And  that's  what 
education  is  all  about.

Sometime  in  the  annals  of  our  nation's  his- 
tory (though  I  know  not  when,  being  an 
English  major  and  all)  a  handful  of  Texans 
fought  against  a  Mexican  insurgence  at  a 
relatively  small  building  called  the  Alamo. 
Almost  all  of  the  men  and  women  within  the 
Alamo  died,  but  the  battle  became  a  focal 
point  for  the  rebellion  against  Mexico  and 
the  eventual  independence  of  Texas. 

Here  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Spring 
1994  (I  know  that  one),  one  presumptuous, 
arrogant,  and  likely  drunk  individual  man- 
aged to  set  our  version  of  the  Alamo  aflame 
all  by  himself  (or  herself  I  suppose).  And 
what  exactly  is  our  version  of  the  Alamo? 
The  Alamo  was  built  in  1817  as  a  home  for 
the  Vice-President  of  the  College,  and  bears 
a  vague  resemblance  to  the  historical  land- 
mark of  the  same  name.  Most  recently,  it 
had  been  used  as  a  dormitory,  at  least  until 
it  was  scheduled  for  destruction  in  May  of 
1990.  A  strong  protest  by  students  and 
alumni  kept  the  building  standing.  It  has 
not  been  used  for  any  pur- 
pose since  then. 
The  morning  of  April  8th, 
the  Hampden-Sydney  Vol- 
unteer Fire  Department 
1  were  called  in  to  fight  a 
major  blaze  at  the  Alamo, 
later  determined  to  have 
been  caused  by  arson.  Lo- 
cal area  firefighters  as- 
sisted our  volunteers  in 
quenching  the  fire.  Unfor- 
tunately, the  Alamo  sus- 
tained a  great  deal  of  dam- 
age. Its  fate  is  uncertain, 
but  one  has  to  hope  that 
there  is  a  way  to  preserve 
this  slice  of  our  College's 
history.

The  keg  was  a  staple  of 
Greek  Week,  a  trademark,  if 
you  will.  Pressure  from  na- 
tional fraternities  and  the 
administration  killed  the  keg, 
and  it  will  never  live  again. 
Rest  in  Greek  Week  peace. 

But  Greek  Week's  turn 
south  is  not  just  the  result  of 
something  as  simple  as  how 
beer  is  given  out  to  people. 
Let's  face  it,  cases  or  kegs  — 
what  the  hell's  the  difference? 
The  trouble  with  Greek  Week 
is  that  it  has  become  too  "low 
rent."  We're  resting  on  our 
laurels  (pardon  the  pun), 
allowing  write  ups  in  Rolling 
Stone  and  Playboy  to  make  us 
complacent.
